As per applicant arguments 
on page 2, the master password is stored in a system memory, which is a non-protected device. The examiner agrees that Nielsen fails 
to disclose use of protected memory. Thus a 103 not a 102 rejection was made. Sufficient motivation was provided on page 3 of the 
office action. 3. As per applicant arguments on page 3 related to the master password that is "never store the masterpassword" (col.4, 
lines 36-37). The examiner disagrees. Nielsen discloses the choice to store the master password or not to store the master password so 
that the step 304 can be skipped {see column 4 lines 35-37). 
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
